I thought hinato be about 30 yeers of age; with thu man I had 
often (peech,and | asked him divers queftions about (hriftian Religion, 
and about his own eftate before God, lremember once I asked him thefe 
queftions. 1, Whether he had found forrow for fin, asfin. 2. Whe- 
ther he had forrowed for his fins as they had pierced Chrift. 3. Whe- 
ther he had found the Spirit ot God as an inward comforter to him; 
Vato all which he gave me a very good fatisfattory and Chriftian an- 


fer, eAfter this I had the opportunity to go to a private meeting 


of the Indians (of which you fhall underStand more in the Letter fol= 
lowing) with Mr.Mahu, where having {pent three or foure houres in 


| Queftions and Anfwers, which paffed too and fre yetween the Indians 


andmy lelf ; at our parting I defired that one of them would defre a 
bleffing upon what they had heard for their edification, which was ac- 
cordingly done ; for they chofe out a young man who prayed a quarter 
of an houre, and fomewhat more, with great reverence and affettion, 
as farre as I could judge by his voyce and outward deportment : Aafter 
Mahu alfo toldme that he had many pertinent and fignificant expreffions 
in his prayer; fo that God bath poured on [ome of them the gift, anal 


hope the fpirit of prayer. 


The next day we rode tothe Indian Letturewhere Mr.Mahu preach- 
ed and catechifed their children, who aufwered readily and modeftly in 
the Princip'es of Religion; fome of them an{wered in the E nglifp, ii 
in the Indian tongue. I hus having feen a fhort model of his way, and 
of the paines be took, I made [ome enquiry about A>. Mahbu himfelf, 
andabout his fubfiftance,becaufe\ faw out {mall and lender appeare 


ance of outward conveniences of life,in any comfortable way; the maw 


himfelf was modef}, and could get but little from him, but after, I 
anderftood from others how short things went.with him, and how he 


was many times forced to labour with his own hands, baving a wife 


ana three {mall children which depended upon him, to provide nece lf a~ 
ries for them; having not halfe (o much yeerly coming in,in a fer 
led \nay, asan ordinary labourer gets there amongft them. Yer he is 
chearfall amidft thefe ftratts, and none hear bim to complains The trath 
is, he willnot leave the work, in Which his heart is engaged; for upon 
my knowledge, if he would have left the work, and imsployed himfelf 
_otherwhere, be might have had a more competent and comfortable 
maintenance.

- from the first time of their coming thither, to thes prefent time; which 
he accordingly did, and I received before my going out of the Coun- 


trey; which Letter of histo me, finding many remarkable paffages in ¥ 
it, 1 thought fit to publife it, that the Lora might have the glory of B 


his free grace, in regard of théfe poor Heathens who feeme to be the 
dregs and refufe of Adams Joft pofterity ; and to pat an edge tp- 
on the prayers and pray[es of Gods people, the fruit of which wilt 
vetuvne into their owne bofomes. Andif theve be a right fet of [pi- 
vic in you, you Will bleffe God for fuch as prefent [ach kinde of 
matter to you, and do put an opportunity into your bavds , where= 
by you may any way be inflrumental to promote the Kingdome of ovr 
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gn, Ou being byefpecial providence of God, brought a- 
mong{tus, and while you were here looking into { 
Aan the prefent mercy of God that thefe Indians were | 
HG bleffed with, you found an occafion farther to en+ 
quire what the former difpenfations of God have 
beene to bring them hitherto. . Now affuring : 

3 ett my felf that it is from your defire that the Lord i 
may be glorified in the falvation of thefe poor Indian fouls, I 
fhall, by the afliftance of God, declare the truth, and that which 
fhall, by his grace, adminifter alfo a ground of prayer to be put un- 
to the God of all bleflings in Jefus Chrift for us sand I hope, unto 
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any, whom the Lord fhallcall to the like fervice, a bleffed expeti- lk 
ence of the Lords workings, turning all things, yeafeeming hinde- hs 
rances, to the furtherance of the work of grace amongft them. BR 
Now for your fatisfaction you may pleafe to know that this hz 
work amongtt the Indians had its firft rife and beginning in the B 
yeere 1643. When the Lord ftitred up the heart ofan Indian, who pz 
then lived neer to the Englith: Plantation, whofe name is Hia- rx 
coomes,a man ofafad & a fober fpirit,unto wholeWi.wam or houfe bx 
fome ofthe Englifhrepairing, & {peaking to him about the way of rs

being obedient to them: Hiacoomesteplyed that he was gladly o- 
bedient to the Englifh, neither was it for the Indians: hurt he did 
fo; Upon which the Sagamore gave him a great blow on the face 
with his hand; but there being fome Englifh men prefent, they 
would not fuffer the Sagamore to {trike him again. The poor In-- 
dian thus wronged, made this ufe of it,andiaid, I had one hand 
for injures, and the other for God. while 1 did receive wrong With the 
one, the other laid the greater hold on God. 
There was a very ftrange difeafe this yeare amongft the Indians, 
they did runup and down till they confd run-no longer,they made 
their faces as black as a coale,{natched up any weapon, {pake great 
words, but didnohurt; I have feen many of them in this cafe. The 
Indians having many calamities fallen upon them, they laid the 


- caufe of all-cheir wants, ficknefles,and death upon their departing 


from their old heathenith ways, only this man held out,and conti- 
nued his care about the things of God: and being defirous to read, 
the Englith save him a Primer , which he ftil carries about with 
him. | | ane ‘ 
Now whilft Hiacoomes was feeling after God, he met with an- 
other tryall; for going into an Indian houfe where there were ma- 
ny Indians, they feoffed at him with Sreat laughter, faying, Here 
comes the Englih man, who by their noyle awaked his old enemy 
Pakeponeffo, who was afleep, who joyning with the other Indians, 
told him, / Wonder (faid he) chat Jou that are ayoung man, having a 
Wife and twachildren, fhould love the € nglifh and their wayes, and for= 
fake the PawWwawes; What would: jou doif any of you foould be fick? 
Whither would you go for help ? I fayjif 1 were in your cafe there 
— fhould nothing draw me. from our gods and Pawwawes. At this 
ume he-replyed nothing but told a friend of his that he then 
thought in his heart thatthe God. in heaven did know and heare 
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all the evill words that Pakeponeffo {paké. - Thus the changing of 
his way caufed much hatred to him, neither was there fo muchas

him how many Gods the Englifh did worfhip, he anfwered one 
God, whereupon A/yoxeo reckoned up about 37. principal sods he 
had, and fhall I (faid he) throw away thefe 37. gods for one? Hi- 
acoomes replyed, what do you think of your felfp I have throwne 
away all thefe, and a great many more fome yeers ago, yet am pre- 
ferved asyou fee this day ; you fpeak tne faid Adyoxeo; therefore 
Twill chrow away all my gods too, and ferve that one God with 
you. Hiacoomes told them all, he did fear this great God only,and 
alfo ina fpeciall manner that the Son of God did fuffer death to 
fatisfie the wrath of God his Father, for all thofe that did traftin 
him, and forfake their finnes, and that the fpirit of God did work 
thefe things in the hearts of men, and that himfelf did feare this 
great God only, was forry for his finnes, defiring to be redeemed 
by Tefus Chrift, and to wajk in Gods commandments; this, with 
many truths more he fiewed unto them, As daams tranforefiion, 
and the mifery of the world by it, and did conclude, that if they. 
had fuch hearts ashe, they fhould have the fame mercies. He rec- 
koned up to them many oftheir fins, as having many sods, going 
to Pawwawes; and Hiacoomestold me himfelf, that this was the 
firt time that ever he faw the Indians fenfible of their fins; for- 
merly they did but hear it asa new thing, but not fonearly con- 
cerning them, for they were exceeding thankful, faying, alfo now 
we have feen our fins. Thus it pleafed the Lord to give both light 
and courage to this poore Indian ; for although formerly he had 
been a harmleffe man amongft them, yet, as themfelves fay, not at 
all accounted of, and therefore they often wondered that he which 
had nothing to fay in all their meetings formerly, is now become 
the Teacher of them all; I muft needs give him this tefttmony, after

And Hi- 
acoomes told him alfo that he would be inthe midft of all the Paw- 
wawes of the Tland that they could procure, and they fhould do 
their utmoft they could againft him, and. when they did their 
worftby their witchcrafts to kill him, he would without feare fer 
himfelf againftthem, by remembring Jehovah ; he told him alfo 
that he did put all the Pawwawes under his heel, pointing unto tt; 
which anfwers did prefently filence the Pawwawes devillith {pirit, 
andhad he nothing to fay,but that none but Hiocoomes was able fo 
ro do.

The way that 1am now in (through the grace of God) for the 
carrying on of this great work, is by a Lecture every fortnight, 
whereunto both men women and. childrendo come; and firft J 
pray with them, teach them, chatechife their children, fing a Pfalm, 
and allin their ownlanguage. I conferre every laft day of the 
week with Hiacoomes about his fubje& matter of preaching tothe 
Indians the next day,where I furnith him with what fpiritual food 
the Lord 1s pleafed to afford me for them, wherein God hath 

‘much affifted him for his own and their fpiritual good and advan- 
tage, who is diligent and confcionable to hold forth the grace of 
Chrift to the Indians. For this purpofe your fervent and frequent 
prayers together with all thofe who rejoyce in advancing the Scep- 

_ter of Chrift,are by me earneftly ears and for me that I may

Firft, 
for that opinion of Rabbi-ben-Ifrael which you mention, I would 
intreat you to requeft the fame godly Minifter (nay I hope he hath

nately defirous to have been upon that work, and to have planted 
cornein the place intended; but I did difflwade, and was forced to 
tife this reafon of .délay, becaufeI hoped for tools, and meanes 
from England, whereby to profecute the work this Summer. » But 
when fhips came, and no fupply, you may eafily think what-a: 
damping it was ; and truly my heart {mote me, that I had looked 
too much at manand meanes, in ftoping their earneft affections 
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with that barre which proved a Blank. I began without any 
fach refpe@, and [thought thatthe Lord would have me. foto go. 
on, and only look to ‘him for help, whofe workit 1s; and when 
Thad thus looked up to theLord, I advifed with our Elders and 
fome other of our Church, whofe hearts confented with me; then 
{advifed with divers of the Elders at Boston Lecture, and Mr. Cor- 
tons anfwer was, my heart fayeth, go on, and look tothe Lard onely 
for help, the reft alfo concuring; Sol commended it to. our Church, 
and we fought God ina day of fafting and prayeraboutit, (coge- 
ther with other caufes) and:have been ever fincea doing, accord- 
ing to our abilities; and this l account a favour of God, that that 
very night, beforewecame from ont place of meeting, we had no- 
tice of a Ship from €ngland, whereby I received Letters, and fome 
encouragementin the workfrom private friends; a mercy which 
God had in ftore; but unknown tofome , and fo contrived bythe 
Lord, that I fhould receive it-as a fruit of prayer. 

The place alfo is of Gods. providing, as a fruit of prayer; for 
whenl, with fome that went with me, had rode to a place of fome 
hopefull expectation;when we came toit, it was in no wife futa- 
Ble: J went behind a Rock, anddooked to the Lord, and commit- 
ted the matter to him; and while J was travelling in Woods,Chri- 
ftian friends were inprayerathome; and fo it was, that though 
one of our company fell fick inthe Woods, fo that we were forced 
home with {peed ; yet inthe way home, the Jndians in our .com- 
" pany, upgnenquiry defcribinga place tome, and guiding us over 
{ome part of it, the Lord. did both by his providence then, and by 
after more diligent fearch of the place, difcover that.there it was: 
his pleafure we fhould begin this work. When graffe was. fit to 
cut,J fent {ome Jndians to mow,andothers to make fome hay atthe 
place, becaufe we muft oft-ride thither inthe Autumn when graffe 
iswithered and dead, and. efpecially in the Spring beforeany 
ottaffe iscome,and there is provifion for our horfes; this work was. 
performd weill,as 1 found when { went up to them with my man to 
order it. We mutt alfo of neceffity have an houfe tolodgein, meet: 
im, and lay up our provifions and clothes,which cannot be in Wig; 
wanes. A ferthemtherefore to fell and tquare timber for an houfe,, 
and when it was ready, went,and many of them with me, and 
ontheir thoulders carried all the timber together, cc: Thefe things 
they chearfullydo; butthisalfoldo, I pay them wages carefully 
forallfach works I fet them about, which ts a good encourage- 
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(37) 
> ment to labour. T purpofe, God willing, to callthem together this 
- - Autumneto break and prepare their own ground againft the 
Spring, and for other neceflary works, which are not afew, in fuch 
anenterprize. Thefe is a great river which divideth between their 
planting grounds and dwelling place, through which, though they 
eafily wade in Summer, yet in the Spring its deep, and unfit for 
| daily pafling over, efpecially of women and children ; therefore I 
| thought it neceflary, that this Autamne we fhould makea foot 
Bridge over againft {uch time in the Spring as they fhall have dai- 
lyufe of it; Itoldthemmy purpofe and reafon of it , wifhed 
| them to go with metodo that work, which they chearfully did, 
and with their own hands did build a Bridge eighty foot long,and 
nine foot high inthe midft, that it might ftand above the floods ; 
when we had done, I cald them together, prayed, and gave thanks 
to.God, and taught them out of a portion of Scripture, and at 
parting I told them, Iwas glad of their readineffe to labour, when. 
Ladvifed them thetjeunto; andin as much as it hath been hard 
| and tedious labour in the water, if any of them defired wages for 
their work , Iwould give it them; yet being it is for their owne 
ufe,if they fhould do all this labour in love, I fhould take it well, 
and as} may have occafion, rememberit; they anfwered me, they 
were farre from defiring any wages when they do their own work; 
but on the other fide they were thankful to me that I had called 
them, and counfelled them ina work fo needful for them, where- 
tol replyed,I was very glad to fee them fo ingenuous, 
| This bufineffe of praying to God (for that is their general name 
of Religion) hath hitherto found oppofition only from the Pa\- 
| wawes and profane {pirits; butnow the Lord hath exercifed us with
